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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 4, 6, 9 and 1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record since the 

cited references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose 
replacing the first sequence number with a second sequence number 
wherein the second sequence number corresponds to a second RLP 
session, and transmitting the frame with the second sequence number to a 
second mobile unit wherein the second mobile unit utilizes the second 
RLP session. It is noted that the closest prior art, Chen at el. (US Publication US 
2003/0005382 A1) shows communication system for providing frame re- 
transmission in a broadcast communication system. Frame re-transmission is 
accomplished only when a predetermined number of negative acknowledgement 
messages are received with respect to one or more data frames. However, Chen 
et al. fails to disclose or render obvious the above underlined limitations as 
claimed.
